Meat Prices Under 
Control; No Limit 
On Dairy Products 

By EULALIE McDOWELL 

WASHINGTON. Aug 21 'U.R) CPA set out today to roll back moat meat prices by Frl- 
day to June 30 levels. But the sky w as still the limit on milk and butter costs 

By order of the price decontrol board, controls were restored on livestock and 
beans, cotton seed and their products. Dairy products and 
most grains, the board ruled, must remain free of price curbs. 

The decision, announced last night, had been Washington's 
best-kept secret since the atom bomb. Even CPA was kent 
in the dark, ' 

For thnt reu.son, OPA held the new controls in suspension 
for two days while it draws up necessary regulations. Price 
ceilings to become effective at 12:01 a. m. (EST) Friday 
will be announced tomorrow, OPA said. 

One CPA official believed ceilings on most meat cuts could 
be restored to levels in effect on June 30. The roll back, 
he noted, will be aided by reatoration of meat subsidies as 
ordered by the decontrol
